WILMINGTON - Wilmington 
school officials were notified that 
a new bus company was given 
until Thanksgiving to fix prob- 
lems concerning changing some 
bus routes without notice and 
picking up students late on some 
routes. 

Wilmington’s Transportation 
Director James Gillis told the 
school committee Oct. 14 that the 
first two weeks of school ran 
smoothly until the company, 
Bruce Transportation Group of 
Hudson, N.H. lost some of its 
drivers. “In the last three weeks,

we've had some serious problems 
occurring with late buses, drivers 
changing routes, and in some 
cases buses not getting to athletic 
events on time,” said Gillis. 

He noted that a shortage of driv- 
ers is a national problem and not 
just a local or state problem. 

Gillis and Wilmington’s Director 
of Administration and Finance, 
Bradford Jackson met with the 
company Oct. 9 to discuss when 
the situation would improve. “We 
have resolved some of the prob- 
lems with the bus company. We 
hope to resolve all of the prob- 
lems by Thanksgiving,” stated 


Gillis. 

John Lyskawa with Bruce Trans- 
portation said they are currently 
training five drivers. “Our goal is 
to have them trained by the end 
of November, “ stated Lyskawa. 

Gillis said the company has a 
fleet of 16 buses which transport 
3,000 to 3,200 students a day to 
seven school in Wilmington. 
According to Lyskawa, the com- 
pany uses 16 drivers and has two 
to three spare drivers.

WILMINGTON - During Tues- 
day night’s Board of Health meet- 
ing, members briefly voiced ques- 
tions they had for Olin Corpora- 
tion about the company’s defunct 
Ames Street plant. At the Oct. 13 
selectman’s meeting, Olin de- 
scribed how they intended to han- 
le the environmental problem at 
he site. Board members still 
{wanted to know more. 
+ “How are we going to know what 
success they're having with their 
.” asked Eugene Kritter, 
ne board member. 
* Dr. James Ficociello expressed 
similar concerns. “I want to be 
involved in upcoming discus- 
sions,” he said. “I’m still con- 
cerned about the drawing of the 
wells,” 
Gregory Erickson, the Director 
of the Public Health, agreed that 


we 


more information was needed. 
He wanted to see reliable infor- 
mation about the flow of the 
water carrying the plume of con- 
tamination. To get a reliable 
measurement, he said, you need 
to find the leading or trailing 
edge of the plume. Olin represen- 
tatives suspect that a ridge, what 
they called a saddle, is acting like 
an underground dam. They're 
trying to confirm if there’s a 
ridge that’s stopping the flow. 

“Olin is actually using the best 
way to determine the flow of the 
plume,” says Erickson. Reliable 
information is needed to find out 
whether and to what extent the 
contamination is moving. 

“I'm not convinced that the 
plume is moving by the informa- 
tion we have at this point and nei- 
ther are they,” he said. In this 
last part of phase two, Olin will

conduct more soundings and bor- 
ings to determine the nature of 
this suspected dam formation. 
Erickson estimates it might take 
about six months to a year to 
complete this part of the process. 
The next stage will turn to reme- 
dial plans. “Olin has to look at 
every possible way of fixing the 
problem,” said Erickson. 

“It’s not just the migration of 
the plume that worries me,” said 
Ficociello. “What happens if 
there's a sustained dry period?” 
He wondered what effect that 
would have on local wells under 
those circumstances and said 
that Olin’s progress should be dis- 
cussed further. 

In other business, the board ap- 
proved the petition by Larry’s Oil, 
a gas station on 880 Main Street, 
to install new 6000-gallon-capacity 
underground storage tanks on 
their property. They did ask, 
however, that the presented plans 
be changed to include the water 
lines. Erickson said that the 
water department could supply 
that information. Each of the 
three new tanks hold 6000 gallons 
of either diesel fuel or gasoline. 
The Board of Selectman will con- 
sider the application next before 
issuing the license. 

The board has arranged several 
dates in Woburn District Court in 
coming months. First, Car Mart 
on 275 Main Street faces an Octo- 
ber 22 court date. In this dispute, 
Brand Ave. residents have com- 
plained about the paint odor com- 
ing from Car Mart. The company 
has been given a court order to 
abate the odor in 30 days. The 
complaint is that they have failed 
to comply with the order. 

“We just want the nuisance to go 
away,” said Erickson. “There 
have been sufficient observations 
of strong odor between the fire 
and health departments, Both 
have confirmed strong odor of 
paint at different times.” 

The dispute between the Board 
of Health and John Elia over the 
allegedly damaged septic tank on 
Middlesex Ave. lands in court on 
November 19th. The board has 
ordered the tank’s removal, and 
Elia contends that the tank does- 
n't need replacement.

pany’s new location. But the com- 
pany may have job openings, 
because some employees will not 
want to commute to Wilmington 
from their South Shore homes, or 
will not want to drive between 
here and the company’s ware- 
house in Norwood.

Agreement reached 
for tower power

WILMINGTON- A motion by 
Sprint PCS to install a generator 
at a communications tower owned 
by Bell Atlantic was denied, after 
the Planning Board was informed 
that a compromise between the 
competing companies had been 
reached. 


Sprint will share the use of a 
generator already on the site 
which is owned by Bell Atlantic. 
On the board’s recommendation, 
Sprint approached Bell Atlantic 
about sharing the existing gener- 
ator, which Bell Atlantic agreed 
to. Slight modifications will be 
made to the generator, but it will 
be about the same size and will 
remain enclosed in a shed. 

Sprint PCS had applied to install 
a 115 kilowatt generator powered 
by liquid propane tanks at the 
base of the 150 foot monopole 
located at 377 Ballardvale St. The 
generators would allow Sprint’s 
cellular antennas to operate dur- 
ing prolonged power outages. 

Bell Atlantic already operates a 
generator on this site, and board 
members were concerned that the 
addition of a second generator 


would pose safety issues to near- 
by residents, and would also 
result in a violation of fire safety 
codes on the site. 

According to Bo Duncan, who 
submitted Sprint’s proposal, the 
Wilmington Fire Department was 
also interested in co-locating a 
whip antenna on the site, and 
would probably also want to tie 
into a generator existing on the 
site. Board members said that the 
fire it should have wait- 
ed until the outcome of Sprint’s 
decision had been decided before 
they discussed sharing a genera- 
tor with Sprint.

Tewksbury’s DAV Chapter 110is 
finally reduced to operating the 
way the town allowed them to inthe 
first place.

They would “not be open at 
all in the winter” and of course, 
there would be “no sale of liquor, 
maybe a six pack or so to share.” 
Permission was granted. The neigh- 
bors did not exercise their right to 
appeal this decision by the ZBA, 
foolishly believing the promises 
made by these men. 

It was soon very evident that 
these DAV officers had lied to us all 
and that they were ruining a resi- 


dential neighborhood, with rock 
concerts, stag parties, obnoxious 
outdoor lighting, over an acre of 
hot top paving, etc. Before long, 
adding insult to injury, then DAV 
had the-audacity to return to the 
ZBA looking for permission to 
double the size of their facility 
(which, by the way, had already 
been constructed larger than per- 
mitted, with a full basement, plus 
two illegally added enlargements) 
as just phase two of a four part plan 
for a massive enlargement scheme.

When I 
expressed my concernto the Trans- 


castically asked me “if any of the 
children had been accosted?” And 
when I relayed to him that it wasn’t 
an environment for children, he 
condescendingly informed me that 
he thought it was a matter for the 
police. I don’t need to be told by the 
head bus driver how to manage my 
neighborhood problems... I need a 
safe bus stop for my kids! Why is it 
not important tosome people inthis 
town to keep these children safe?

Most 
people believe that we have been 
paid this sum. We have not! 

The DAV, in June 1995, sued to 
stop payment. Of course, the neigh- 
bors are legally represented again 
to secure the legal fees which we 
were voted. There are now three 
separate cases pending by the neigh- 
bors concerning the DAV and/or 
the ZBA. RORNA is paying againto 
see that the town’s bylaws are en- 
forced. 


Arewe happy that the StateDAV 
has finally closed down the retail 
liquor sales, function hall and ille- 
gal gambling machines? We be- 
lieve that the ban should be perma- 
nent.‘ They are finally closer to 
doing what they were supposed to 
be doing in the first place; having a 
place to meet a couple of times 
monthly to plan (28 members, not 
60-200 or 600) their trips to visit 
their ill and injured brethren in the 
veterans’ hospitals (How faithful 
are they? Only Mr. Fairburn seems 
to be dedicated to the real purpose 
of the DAV organization. ) 

If the DAV Chapter 110 wants to 
return to a for-profit retail bar- 
room, it should moveto Main Street 
and return its five acres to the 
town.

Single parent

WILMINGTON - The overwhelming job of being a single 
parent can indeed be confusing, heart wrenching, and frus- 
trating. After all, it’s the most important job a parent will ever 
have. To fail not only affects the ultimate goal, but the life of 
the children 

Most of my experience with single parenting has been with 
women. This is not to say men don’t have the same problems. 
Menalso suffer the turmoil and frustration, but are less likely 
to seek help. : 

After the trauma of a divorce, a parent's sense of propor- 
tions and objectivity can be faulted, The parent who becomes 
the caretaker is usually burdened with more than the respon- 
sibility of the child. Guilt and soul searching usually accom- 
panies this severance. They wonder; “Could I have prevented 
this breakup? How will my child be affected by this divorce? 
What is going to happen to my life?” Because of these 
concerns, parenting takes on a greater role of importance. A 
parent's integrity, self-esteem and very soul are in jeopardy. 
Succeeding as a parent can now become an obsession. This 
importance can cause an overzealous commitment to be the 
best and most loving parent. He/she may feel failure as a 
spouse, but must not fail as a parent. However, this strong 
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intent can intensify the possibility of failure. Normal and 
healthy parenting standards such as: Discipline, responsibil- 
ity, and conformity can be overlooked to avoid any confron- 
tation with the child. Instead, condoling, pacifying, and 
overlooking becomes a way of life. 

In the mean time, the single parent must take on all the 
responsibilities once shared. with the spouse. Those precious 
hours when their partner would take over, no longer exist. The 
continuous, unending involvement and responsibility can 
indeed be overwhelming. This lonely anguish, has no acco- 
lades, monetary gains or public adoration, only the private 
sense of dedicated love. 

Nothing less than love would be adequate to tolerate for the 
stress and confusion put upon single parents. They are put to 
the test every day, when their children have to be at different 
places, at the same time. School functions, sporting events, or 
any special occasions indeed become anevery day way of life. 
Each time you favor one child, you slight the other. (Being 
cloned in the future may solve this problem! 

In the meantime while trying to save your own sanity, you 
may be confusing and harming the child. Many times, rather 
than confront your Ex you place your child in the awkward 
position of relaying your controversial messages. This may 
cause the child to be confronted with the possible anger that 
is meant for you. Another dilemma is when a parent tries for 
greater acceptance by condemning the other parent. If any- 
thing, this only adds more confusion to the child's parental 
stability. A child needs to hold on to a positive acceptance of 
both parents 

Divorced parents may hate each other, but for the sake of 
the children don’t allow it to effect their well being. Try not to 
contradict each other in regard to the children. If possible, 
work on solutions you both can agree on. If your rules, 
regulations, and expectations are different, how can a child 
find a strength of purpose and conviction? When parents pull 
in different directions, they can also cause the lack of any 
substantial identity, or development of strong positive char- 
acter traits. 

Being in contact with both parents is very important to the

child. However, this may not be possible. The father or 
mother may be missing. Havinga stable male or femalesuch 
as an uncle, aunt or grandparent is imperative for a positive 
role model. Children need the security of a lasting and 
unending relationship with both genders. Too often children 
are exposed to mother’s boy friends, or father’s girl friends 
who become a part of their lives and then are gone. This is not 
to say your social life must end. However, don’t allow your 
dreams and fantasies to become your child’s repeated loss 
and disappointment. 

So much to do, so many things to think about, and yet 
nothing compared to the single parent who has a troubled or 
acting out child. All the basic single parent problems are 
amplified and time completely consumed. This is especially 
true when the school must get involved. The constant phone 
calls that can drain you to the core: “Come pick up your child, 
he’s been intolerable. You must come to a special meeting 
regarding your son. Before your son can be readmitted to 
school you must come with him.” This takes time, great effort, 
and patience only allotted to a caring and loving parent. 

For the sake of your children, you must try to have a united 
approach in letting them know what is expected of them. What 
they should or should not be doing, and what will happen of 
they don’t conform. Before a crisis arrives, come to an 
agreement with your Ex partner how you will deal with the 
situation. This takes a lot of work, but it must be attempted. 
You have succeeded, when you can say: Your father and I, or 
yeur mother and I expect you to do the following. These are 
the rules, this is what we expect of you. 

This is ideal, but in many cases impossible. Then again 
many single parents do a great job. Just remember, it’s the 
toughest job you will ever have, but in the end, the most 
rewarding. Don’t feel inadequate, to reach out for any help or 
support you can get.

Dead people found 
on town's voter lists 


BOSTON (AP) — Thousands 
of the people listed on city and 
town voter lists, including 
many in this local area, won't 
be making it to the polls for the 
election this Nov. 3 

But it won't be because they 
couldn’t catch a ride. And it 
won't be because it was rain- 
ing. 

It's because they're dead. 

The secretary of state’s of- 
fice said Tuesday it had 
matched a central list of voters 
against Department of Public 
Health records of deaths 

The computer program 
flagged 10,301 people with the 
same name and birth date who 
are listed both as voters on the 
voter computer system and as 
dead people on the Public 
Health records. 

In Tewksbury, some nine 
names were removed from the 
voters list, while other towns 
like Wilmington (10), Reading 
(23), Wakefield (16), Win- 
chester (8), Woburn (77) and 
Burlington (3) were not ex- 
empt. 

The secretary of state’s of- 
fice said it was sending reports 
on the matches that it had 
found to the 296 cities and 
towns where the problem had 
been found. 

The decision to remove the 
person from the voter rolls will 
be left up to the individual city 
and town clerks, the office 
said. 

The leader in terms of total 
number of dead people on the 
voter rolls was the state’s 
largest city, Boston, where the 
program found 1,129 dead 
people listed as voters. 

“These are the types of tech- 
nological advances that the 
CVR (Central Voter Registry) 
system is able to provide to the 
citizens of the commonwealth,” 
said Galvin.

Abused given some hope

As recently as 15 years ago, 
domestic violence was considered 
to be a “family problem,” a pri- 
vate matter best resolved behind 
closed doors. Neighbors didn’t get 
involved, police had little power 
to intervene, and outreach pro- 
grams for abusers and the abused 
were few and far between. 

But today, despite the facts that 
a woman is still beaten every 15 
seconds, and that over 2 million 
women report being beaten each 
year, there is hope for those 
involved in abusive relationships, 
and there is more protection and 
support for wives who are 
abused. 


After “the Law” 

It was 1991 when the Domestic 
Violence Bill was signed into law, 
after a coalition of police, judges, 
abuse victims, and social service 
people worked over five years to 
see it through. The Domestic 
Violence Law strengthened the 
power of restraining orders, and 
increased penalties for violations 
of such orders; it created pro- 
grams to assist batterers as well 
as the battered; and most impor- 
tantly it expanded the power of 
the police, allowing them to 
arrest an abusive spouse for sus- 
pected violence. 

Sue Tucker, one of the major 
proponents of the Domestic 
Violence Law, described the peri- 
od previous to the law as a bleak 
one for battered and abused 
Wives. 

According to Tucker, while 
restraining orders had existed for 
years prior to the Domestic 
Violence Law, they didn't work. 
As a result, abused wives or girl- 
friends were often left unprotect- 
ed and vulnerable to further, 
more violent attacks. 

The courts, also, were powerless 
to intervene in abusive relation- 
ships. 

“[What we now call domestic 
abuse] had traditionally been 
defined as stranger to stranger 
crime, but the statistics of women 
fthurdered and assaulted by their 
boyfriends and husbands was 
overwhelming,” Tucker said. 

Yet the law was not a cure all, 
and many women still suffer 
domestic abuse in silence. Some 
women are at an economic disad- 
vantage, and do not have the 
money to afford counseling, or 
the financial independence to 
leave their spouses and start their 
lives over. 

While programs exist to assist 
underprivileged abuse victims, 
there is a lack of affordable hous- 
ing for these women to relocate. 
There are nearly three times as 
many animal shelters in the 
United States as their are shelters 
for battered women and their 
children, and there is a great 
need for these shelters. 

“Women can be safe for a limit- 
ed amount of time at a shelter, 
but they eventually have to start a 
life,” Tucker said. “Most women 
have to relocate to ensure their 
safety, but 60 women are now on 
the waiting list for transitional 
housing.” 

Transitional housing is afford- 
able living space which acts as a 
stepping stone to independent liv- 
ing for abused women. 

The reason a woman needs to 
relocate after a separation from 
her husband is because women 
are more likely to be victims of 
homicide after a separation, par- 
ticularly in the first two months. 

But “abused” does not mean 
“beaten” or “physically harmed.”

A majority of abused women suf- 
fer from mental abuse, because 
domestic abuse stems not from 
violence, but from the man’s want 
to control the woman. It is for this 
reason that the Domestic 
Violence Law is not enough to 
prevent domestic abuse. 

Often for abused women, it is 
not the lack of money or available 
programs that prevents them 
from getting help, but an isola- 
tion from others. This barrier of 
isolation often walls them off 
from the help they desperately 
need. 


Ending the isolation 

Doctor Carol Golub, Ph.D.., 
director of Wilmington Family 
Counseling Services, 5 Middlesex 
St., meets with women in abusive 
relationships on a regular basis. 
Few of these women receive phys- 
ical abuse, but all of them are 
involved with power-hungry men. 

“In truly abusive relationships, 
the man’s attempt to contro! the 
woman is overpowering, and its a 
struggle for women to come to 
counseling,” Golub said. “They 
are afraid the man will find out.” 

In severe situations, the man 
will refuse to allow the woman to 
escape his control, and if she 
manages to leave he will often 
stalk and harass her. Some of 
Golub’s clients are currently 
being followed by men they have 
permanent restraining orders 
against. 

Golub said it is very important 
for her and other counselors to 
reach women in abusive situa- 
tions. But even more important is 
the need to educate women about 
the early stages of abusive rela- 
tionships, so they don’t end up 
with abusers. 

“Abusive men begin a relation- 
ship by acting very caring and 
putting the woman on a pedestal, 
but then he begins to act jealous 
when she’s with her friends, he 
wants her to only spend time with 
him, he isolates her,” Golub said 
“He will then verbally abuse her, 
put her down, and it could deni- 
grate into physical abuse, from 
pushing to worse.” 

According to Golub, if a man 
does cross the line of what a 
woman considers abuse, her 
response to the abuse is very 
important. If she accepts it when 
he says “I’m sorry, it will never 
happen again,” it probably will. A 
reconciliation in which the abuse 
is not taken seriously could lead 
to a pattern of abuse. 

“It’s important that the response 
is strong, that the women makes 
it clear that if the abuse should 
occur again, she will leave him, 
or call the police and get a 


restraining order,” Golub said. 

Family Counseling Services is 
starting “The Circle of Women” 
this November, to help women 
build self esteem and feel more 
deserving of love and respect, by 
sharing their feelings with other 
women. 

Women who could benefit from 
this group include those who are 
constantly playing peacemaker 
or mediator in their families, and 
those women involved in relation- 
ships in which they are devalued, 
taken advantage of, or abused. 
You can find the center’s phone 
number at the end of this story. 

The program will be overseen by 
Magdalana Burke, a new thera- 
pist for Family Counseling 
Services, who has previously 
started shelters for abused 
women in other areas. 

But in cases where the woman 
has allowed herself to be isolated, 
and is afraid she might be 
harmed if she attempts to leave 
the relationship, outside factors 
can lead to her finding help. 

Golub said a woman recently 
called her because her partner 
was becoming abusive to her 
child. The woman had been phys- 
ically abused, but once the abuse 
was directed at her child she took 
action. Golub said that this is 
often the case, that the woman 
acts when the abuse begins to 
affect more than her. 

If a child is being abused, the 
Department of Social Services 
will get involved. Once the DSS 
intervenes, it can serve as a 
means for the woman to leave the 
relationship. 


Salvaging a relationship 

“Everyone wants to be loved, 
but loving is not controlling,” 
Golub said. 

This is not to say, however that a 
good relationship is without con- 
flict. Every relationship should 
have a little conflict. If a couple 
claims to have no conflict, this 
indicates that they are hiding 
their conflict deep inside them- 
selves. But conflict between cou- 
ples can quickly become abuse if 
it is left unchecked. 

“Conflict becomes abuse when it 
is targeted at one person, and 
when the conflict can no longer 
be resolved through talking,” 
Golub said. 

One reason that the conflict 
turns into abuse is because men 
have a problem with expressing 
their feelings. Many men do not 
know how to compromise when 
they and their girlfriend or 
spouse are in disagreement, or 
will leave their feelings unspoken 
when they assume them to be 
understood. 


“It’s amazing how some mer 
buy into this male macho image, 
they feel that if they give in dur- 
ing an argument they’re losing 
face,” Golub said. 

If men maintain this attitude, 
and fall into a cycle of domestic 
violence, they have to be willing 
to get help and enroll in a pro- 
gram for male physical abusers. 

Golub said some men come to 
her who realize they are abusers 
and want to change, in which case 
the relationship is a salvageable 
one. But in cases where the abuse 
has gone on for a long time, sav- 
ing a couple is much more diffi- 
cult. The male often doesn’t want 
to accept responsibility for abus- 
ing his girlfriend or wife. : 

“Often these abusers blame the 
women, saying ‘if you liad 
cleaned the house or didn’t nag, I 
wouldn’t have hurt you,” Golub 
said. ‘ 

Many of the men involved: in 
abusive relationships witnessed 
abuse themselves when they were 
younger. Also, exposure to alcahol 
makes abusive situations worse, 
and violence in the movies and on 
T.V., while not reasons for vio- 
lence, reinforces the mindset/of 
the abuser. 

Wilmington Family Counseling 
Services will be holding a men’s 
group, beginning this November, 
which will focus on issues con- 
fronting men in our society. 

It will deal with interpersonal 
relationships, understanding and 
handling a wide range of emo- 
tions from anger to love, interact- 
ing with spouses, children and 
other family members, and vari- 
ous other topics. The group is for 
men experiencing separation or 
divorce, those wanting to improve 
relationships, and those men who 
are having trouble coming to 
terms with what a “real man” is. 
The Center’s phone number fol- 
lows this article.

The government pension offset 
law provides that two thirds of your 
government pension income is de- 
ducted from what you would other- 
wise receive in Social Security ben- 
efits as a spouse or widow(er). For 
example, assume you worked as a 
public school teacher, paid no So- 


cial Security taxes, and earned a 
$900.00 a month pension. In addi- 
tion, you are expected to collect 
$1,000 a month in Social Security 
benefits on your husband’s (or 
wife’s) account. You are looking 
forward to collecting a total of $1,900 
per month (pension plus Social Se- 
curity). Instead, you will receive a 
total of $1,300, $900 in pension, but 
only $400.00 in Social Security ben- 
efits (two-thirds of the $900 pen- 
sion, or $600, is deducted from $1,000 
in Social Security benefits leaving 
$400). 

Perhaps because the government 
pension offset was only established 
in 1982, some retirees have been 
caught by surprise by its negative 
impact on their income. Some leg- 
islative efforts have since tried to 
limit the offset to those whose 
monthly incomes exceed $1,100. 
Although the offset may seem un- 
fair, it actually creates a greater 
equality between those who have 
worked and contributed to the So- 
cial Security system and those 
whose work has earned them a 
government pension. Thus, if a hus-

Juan Carlos, or "Juanca" as he's 
been affectionately dubbed by his 
teammates, hails from sultry Costa 
Rica. He's a terrific player, exhib- 
its talent, skills, and possesses all 
the attributes one needs to excel, 
with one minor exception, he doesn't 
speak English. 

He came to Wilmington to ab- 
sorb our culture, he came here to 
experience a world different from 
his own, he came here to do what he 
does best: play soccer. 

On the field he is no different 
from anyone, he plays with a fixed 


determination and as teammate, 
Dan Keating put it "he's really good 
Juanca's got a lot of natural abil- 
ity". 

At firsthis JV coach, Chip Bruce,

However, Bruce claims that 
"Juan's adjusted very well. We've 
allhada lot of fun with him.

New findings

Understanding dietary cholesterol 


Thanks to a major scientific 
study, published in The 
American Journal of Clinical 
Nutrition, most people can now 
enjoy eating eggs every day 
without worrying about their 
blood cholesterol levels. 

The study, “Plasma lipid and 
lipoprotein responses to dietary 
fat and cholesterol: a meta- 
analysis,” by Wanda Howell, 
Ph.D., R.D., and colleagues at 
the University of Arizona, is a 
statistical analysis of 224 scien- 
tific trials carried out over the 
past 25 years and is the most 
comprehensive analysis con- 
ducted to date. 


The study dispels long-held 
misconceptions regarding the 
effects of dietary cholesterol on 
blood cholesterol levels and 
demonstrates conclusively that 
saturated fat, not dietary choles- 


terol, is the major contributor to 
elevated blood cholesterol for 
the population at large. 

“This is important news for 
millions of Americans who are 
concerned about health,” says 
Dr. Howell. 

Ironically, the Meta-analysis 
advances scientific thinking on 
the subject of dietary choles- 
terol back to where it was over 
four decades ago. In the 1950s, 
noted nutrition scholar and pio- 
neer in diet and cholesterol 
research, Dr. Ancel Keys, found 
no relationship between choles- 
terol in food and cholesterol in 
blood. 

Some thirty years later, the 
landmark Framingham studies 
established a relationship 
between serum cholesterol lev- 
els and increased risk of coro- 
nary heart disease, but were 
unable to clarify which dietary

sion, severe memory loss, hallu- 
cinations, increased social with- 
drawal, ‘suicidal’ thoughts or 
behaviors, sleep disturbances, 
extreme fluctuations in weight, 
and loss of interest in appear- 
ance or self-care. 

It is estimated that 20 percent 
of our elderly. suffer from 
depression, mental confusion or 
paranoia.

factors raised serum choles- 
terol. At that time, it was erro- 
neously assumed that dietary 
cholesterol was directly linked 
to blood cholesterol levels. 

As a result, some health 
organizations recommended 
that the public limit cholesterol 
intake to a maximum of 300 mg 
per day; total fat to no more 
than 30% of calories; and satu- 
rated fat to less than 10% of 
calories. Because eggs are such 
a concentrated source of choles- 
terol, it was also recommended 
that people not eat more than 
four eggs per week. 

To many consumers, Dr. 
Howell’s research may mark the 
beginning of a new era in nutri- 
tion, one that literally has 
restored the image of the egg as 
a healthful food source. “We 
appear to have come full circle 
in our knowledge explains Dr. 
Howell. o“For most people, 
dietary cholesterol does not 
raise blood cholesterol levels. So 
healthy individuals with normal 
blood cholesterol levels should 
now feel free to enjoy foods like 
eggs in their diet every day.

hibited on airplanes because 
they interfere with aircraft elec- 
trical systems. 

A new assistive listening 
device with a hybrid infrared- 
direct-audio-input design may. 
help hearing-impaired travelers 
who have trouble discerning 
speech through the noise of air- 
planes. FlightSound is a battery- 
powered device that utilizes a, 
noise-canceling microphone, 
infrared transmission, audio 
amplification and signal pro- 
cessing. The device was tested 
by travelers at Denver 
International Airport and the 
Western Institute for the Deaf 
and Hard-of-Hearing in 
Vancouver, British Columbia. 
Four hearing aid wearers and 
four cochlear implant users 
were tested at the airport, and 
ten hearing aid users and one 
cochlear implant user were test- 
ed in Vancouver. Normal-hear- 
ing subjects were also included. 

Both hearing aid wearers and 
cochlear implant users experi- 
enced improvements in speech 


comprehension, and many 
reported feeling more relaxed 
while using the device. 


More testing with a larger 
base of listeners is planned in 
order to present statistically sig- 
nificant conclusions. Flight- 
Sound was launched in late 
September.

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Kennedy Library features John Glenn 


In honor of Senator John 
Glenn’s (D-Ohio) scheduled 
return to space on October 29, 
the John F. Kennedy Library 
and Museum announced a spe- 
cial display of materials from 
the Library’s collection on 
Glenn's first orbital space flight 
in 1962. The new exhibit opens 
Saturday, October 24. 

Included among the materi- 
als which will be displayed for 
the first time are a model of the 
Friendship 7 Project Mercury 
space capsule and the atlas 
booster rocket presented by 
Glenn to President Kennedy; a 
piece of hardware from the 
spacecraft’s Umbilical Cord, 


described in a letter to Kennedy 
from NASA chief James Webb 
as “The last link between the 
earth and the Mercury Capsule 
just before the moment of 
liftoff”, and a handwritten note 
from Glenn to Kennedy thank- 
ing him “for the many kindness- 
es and courtesies you have 
extended to me and my family.” 


The exhibit also features a 
video of Marine Corps 
Lieutenant Colonel Glenn’s 
blastoff with commentary by 
CBS anchor Walter Cronkite; 
footage of Glenn in the orbiting 
capsule; and excerpts from
